On Feeding Hens Meat 


The object in feeding hens moat is 


to supply them with nitrogen or albu- 
men, not fat, and hence they should 
not be fed the fatty parts, eays Farm 
Journal. 
If the fat ia fed it does not 


provide material for eggs, and rather 
retards than promotes egg-laying. The 
cheap portions of beef, such as the 
neck and trimmings, aie better for 
laying hens than the fat and lean of 
choice steaks. Blood meal is excellent 
feed and can be easily fed by mixing 
it with bran. 


Ordinary ground meat, mado of"meat 


scraps, contains both fat and lean; 
but as the meat is subjected to hoavy 
pressure at a high temperature, most 
of the fat is removed. Tbo meat meal 
of commerce is made at fertilizer fac- 
tories, and consists chiefly of lean 
meat and bone ground line. The fat 
iw all removed in tho rendering tanks 
and 
used for otlu-r purposes.

blood meal is mado at the erean pack- 
ing houses.
